TATTOOED MAORI WOMEN.: 


English explorers and scientists have 
just brought back a series of remark- 
able specimens of Maori tattooing from 
the interior of New Zealand. The most 
astonishing designs were found on the 
faces of the women, 

The faces and bodies of the women 
are so covered with these blue marks 
that they look as if they had on a 
tight-fitting chintz dress. 

The instrument employed in tattooing 
to obtain the deep furrows is usually 
made of bone, having a sharp edge like 
a chisel, and shaped jn the fashion of a 
‘garden hoe. Another style is made of 
a shark’s teeth. en 

The tattooing of the women {s com- 
menced when about the age of 15 or 18, 
and continues until they reach middle 
age. (Most of the masters of the art 
are professionals, who go from village 
to village and are highly paid for their 
services. The pattern about to be en- 
graved is first outlined on the face by a 
small. stick diped in powdered char- 
coal, after which the skin is gashed and 
the coloring or pigment is. introduced 
into the cut flesh with a stick dipped 
into the liquid. : 

The coloring material used is gener- 
ally the resin of a certain tree, which 
is burned, powdered and converted into 
a fluid.

The meeting was called to. order by 
President Tuttle at 10.30 o'clock. Clerk 
William B., Lawrence read the call for 
the meeting and then read the records 
of the last meeting which were ap- 
proved. 

Melvin O. Adams moved that the an- 
nual report ofthe directors be ac- 
cepted and it was so voted. 

‘Henry ‘M. Batchelder of Salem moved 
that the number of directors for the 
nang, year be 13 and it was so vot- 
ed. 

On motion of Mr. Batchelder it was 
voted to ballot for directors and upon 
the matter of increasing the capital 
stock and the issuing of bonds at the 
same time.

It was voted to issue 10,000 new shares

$31,840,694.00; _ operating expenses (68,- 
685 per cent) $21,869,912.36, new equip- 
ment, $563,238.83, total operating expen- 
ses (70.454 per eeu $22,433,151.19; net 
earnings from operation, $9,407,542.81, 
income from other sources, $589,901.15; 
net income, $9,997,443.96; 
185.43,""revenue stamp tax $49,328.53, to- 
tal $1,629,513.96; interest on debt, 
$1,366,996.69, rent of leased lines, $5,062,- 
921.98, total $8,059,432.63; surplus of net 
income over fixed charges $1,938,011.33, 
sinking fund payments $151,286.00, bal- 
ance available for. dividends, $1786,726.- 
33. 

The total passenger earnings in 1902 
were $13,040,502.34 against $12,526,159.94 in 
1901; the total freight earnings in 1902 
were $18,732,088.58, and in 1901, $18,210,- 
598.81; the gross earnings in 1902 were 
$32,430,595.15, and in 1901 $31,375,620.40. 

The total operating expenses in 1902 
were $22,433,151.19 and in 1901, $21,518,- 
786.18. 

Of passenger and freight traffic and 
the cost of operation President Tuttie 
Says: 

“Of the $1,033,856.39 increase in gross 
earnings from operation, $409,825.97 was 
derived from the transportation of 
passengers. The total number carried 
‘was 666,767 less than the previous year, 
but the.average distance they traveled 
increased from 16.43 miles to 17.32 miles, 
or 89-100 of a mile. 

“Although the.road’s freight traffic 
has been, under the circumstances, 
quite satisfactory, the increased . in- 
come therefrom—$521,489.77—is much 
less than it would have been, except 
for the very great falling off in the 
quantity of grain exported to Europe 
during the latter half of the fiscal year, 
in the carriage and elevation of which 
this Company, under normal condi- 
tions, extensively and profitably partic- 
ipates, and the temporary current cess- 
ation of anthracite coal distribution, 
which usually forms a large and valu- 
able portion of the road's traffic.

CONVENTION HELD 


Republicans Nominate John N. Cole as 
Representative to General Court 


Reception and Spread Followed 


No convention could have been more 
harmonious nor could — better. feeling 
have prevailed than that at the one on 
Monday evening: last, when John N.

THOSE OVERDRAFTsS. 


After listening to statements made 


| by Superintendent Dick of the public 


property department and Superintend- 


| ent of Streets Hudson in explanation 


of the overdrafts in-their departments, 
the COmmon council voted at ‘Monday 
night’s meeting to. lay on the table the 
order -passed~by- the board of aldermen 
instructing these officials to stop all 
work, except that actually necessary, 
until further orders from the city 
council were received. A.few members 
of the council took occasion to con- 


demn the methods which make oever-” 


drafts:possible, but a majority of the 
board seemed to be of the opinion that 


the department heads should not be. 


held accountable for the situation under 
the circumstances. 

‘Resolutions were adopted endorsing 
the attitude of the striking coal miners, 
and the council voted to request Mayor 
Leonard to call a mass meeting of cit- 
izens in city hall Wednesday evening 
for the purpose of devising means to 
supply poor people with coal at cost. 


Considerable routine business was 
transacted. Councilmen Doyle = and 
Garvey were the only members ab- 


sent. 

The department heads, with the ex- 
ception of Superintendent Collins of the 
water department, who -had. been re- 
quested to appear, were present when 
the order relative to the matter was 
reached, and President Koerner called 
upon Superintendent Dick to make his 
statement first. 


In his remarks Superintendent: Dick 
pointed out that he, had been compelled 
to pay $3300 of indebtedness contracted 
by his predecessor, $1245.13 for insur- 
ance which has to be paid every five 
years, $645 for new horses, $265 for a 
new planing machine, $275 for 100 new 
seats and school desks, $2500 for remov- 
ing the High school annex, $1000 on a 
retaining wall at Engine 8's house, and 
$1000 for building an annex to ,the 
Storrow school, none. of which items 
were taken into account, when his ap- 
propriation of $18,000 was decided upon. 
He stated further that all the work ne- 
cessitating this expenditure had been 
ordered by the city council. 

He said that the total amount ex- 
pended on special work not included in 
the estimate for ordinary repairs, was 
$14,973.22, leaving a balance of $3026.73 
with which he was expected to do the 
work required in 30 school buildings, 
eight engine houses, city hall, police 
station, and. poor farm buildings, be- 
sides paying “his salary, the clerk’s 
salary, the keeping of horses and the 
wages of the stable-men. “Ten years

new buildingshave been erected, only

Councilman Fitzgerald said that. the 
superintendent was told- at-the begin- 
ning of the year that he must not over- 
draw. his appropriation and as far as-he 
could see there Was no valid excuse 
for overdrawing $16,000 in nine months 

t-coming before the council and 
explaining the situation. ‘‘The fences 
of-our-¢ity treasury~ought-to—be-butit 
higher,” he said. ‘The matter ought 
to be fixed by legislation. I think it is 
radically wrong for a department head 
to be allowedto-expend money in ex- 
cess of the appropriation without ask- 
ing the council to provide the funds 
necessary to pay for such work as is 
an absolute necessity.” 

Councilman Cusack said: 
any wrong has been done I shall be 
one of the first to condemn it; but I 
want to see fair play. I notice that 
the superintendent of public property 
has had to pay $3300 of the former su- 
perintendent’s Dills, that he has had to 
pay a big.insurance bill and that there 
are other obligations which have caus- 
ed more expense than usual, most of 
which was unforeseen.” 

Councilman Halstead remarked that, 
as he understood that the mayor ha 
received a statement from each of the 
department heads every month, he 
must have been aware of the overdrafts 
and that he was really more to blame 
than the department heads for allow- 
ing the overdrafts, 

Councilman Evans presented some 

statistics in an endeavor to prove that 
Superintendent Dick had made a poor- 
er showing than any superintendent 
for: several years. He was asked why 
he singled out Superintendent Dick as 
an object of attack and did not censure 
the superintendent of streets or the 
superintendent of the water depart- 
ment, and he replied hat he did not 
think the street department appropria- 
tion was sufficient. 
» Cotincilman Dooley asked why he did 
not regard the public property de- 
partment appropriation as_ insufficient 
also, and when Councilman Evans be- 
gan to explain by giving a_ detailed 
story of a little business he said he 
had with Superintendent Dick, Presi- 
dent Koerner called him to order and 
he subsided. 

Councilman Campbell said

it a pleasure to meet you here and 
talk over ‘the affairs of the street de 
partment. There certainly would be 
less friction and less chance for out- 
side criticism if the heads of _depart- 
ments could confer oftener with the 
city government. I do not understand 
that in my departments there “have 
been any very heavy overdrafts as yet. 
If the assessments due on-street water- 
ing and from other sources should be 
collected, they would go a long way 
towards balancing that account. The 
amount due for this year alone, to say 
nothing of Wack accounts,: is about 
$16.000."" 

‘We are certainly not keeping up our 
public works in proportion to the rapid 
growth of our city. As an evidence of 
this, in 1874, 28 years ago, the sidewalk 
appropriation was $10,000, paving $20,- 
000, sewers. $8000, and streets $40,000, a 
total of $78,000. This year the sidewalks 
appropriation was $7000, sewers $8000, 
paving $5000 and streets $55,000, a total 
of $75,000. Our population in 1874 was 
about 32,000, our valuation about $22,- 
000,000 and the tax rate $17.60. Today 
the population is double, the valuation 
double, but the tax rate is $2 less. ‘I 


| laborers then worked 10 hours for $1.50, 


and now they get $2.00 for eight hours 
wort: 

“It seems to be a question of rais- 
ing the tax rate if we wish to be a 
well appointed city. 

“The time for heads of departments 
to confer with the city council should 
be on the first rather than the last 
quarter-of the year. If it should then 
be shown that no more money could be 
raised the work should pe gaged ac- 
cordingly and the people told so frank- 
ly.” 

At this point on motion of Council- 
man Campbell the order under consid- 
eration was laid on the table.

MODEL TROLLEY LINE. TO LAW- 
RENCE. 


SALEM, Oct. 7—The Boston. & Nor- 
thern” road _now hag. .a-model.-electric 
line in full” operation. between Salem 
and Lawrence. It is held by railroad 
officials the finest. and best equipped 
line of the Boston and Northern sys- 
tem, and the best in New England. It 
runs through the heart of Essex coun- 
ty, and.connects-the shire -towns;-Salem 
of the southern district and Lawrence 
of the northern, the former having a 
population of 156,468 people within a 
radius of five miles and the latter hav- 
ing a population of 81,127 people within 
the same radius, and nearby large cen- 
tres of population are connected by 
electric lines with each. 

The road is 21 miles long, in almost 
a straight line, and through the country 
it is laid apart from the traveled por- 
tion of the highway. Much grading 
has been done, a cut of 30 feet having 
been made through solid rock at ‘‘Ledge 
switch,” Middleton. ‘The road bed is 
graded with a medium grade of crush- 
ed rock. It is said that the road bed 
cost $10,000 a mile in some places. 

The cars have 14 benches and are 
driven by four G. 67 motors, made at 
the General Electric company works in 
Lynn. They have the heaviest equip- 
ment used on electric cars and the mo- 
tors have a greater power than would 
be secured from 60 horses out in a line,

and pulling on the car, The motors 
are geared to 35 miles an hour, and the 
cars sometimes make even faster time 
coming down grades. Notwithstanding 
the great power and speed of these cars 
the air brakes will stop them in almost 
their length. 

The system is equipped throughout 
with block signal and telephone sys- 
tem so that the element of danger and 
delay is reduced to a minimum. 

Previous to thé opening of the Essex 
railroad from Salem to Lawrence, in 
1848, travel between this southern end 
of the county and the Merrimac valley 
was by stage. The new electric road 
is now a rapid transit way between the 
two cities, and it makes a substantial 
argument against the division of the 
county, as proposed by Merrimac val- 
ley politicians, Lawyers use it much, as 
it passes both the Salem and the Law- 
rence court houses. 

The ride is of much scenic beauty, 
Riding along the crest of North An- 
dover hills, one looks upon a splendid 
panorama, the city of Lawrence, with 
its great brick mills, lying in the Mer- 
ric. vallev, and the rugged hills. and 
mountains of New Hampshire beyond. 
One would imagine that little oppor- 
tunity was given to enjoy the scenery, 
as the big cars whisk along, often at a 
speed of a mile in a minute and a half, 
but so smooth are. the tracks that the 
passengers, even in the wide open cars, 
do not mind the great speed at which 
they are travelling, save to feel its ex- 
hilarating effects, 

The road grew from the Middleton 
and Danvers Road, which was built u 
few years ago, and run with two small 
cars. It was a weak road, but Oscar 
E. Jackson, a Salem lawyer, succeeded 
in getting the Boston and Northern 
company interested in it, and as a re- 
sult the little two-mile country line 
passed into the control of the big cor- 
poration and became the finest line of 
the Boston and Northern systern.— Lynn 
Item.
